TO HIS EXCELLENCY CHARLES STEWART, MARQUIS OF LONDONDERRY, 

LORD LIEUTENANT-GENERAL AND GENERAL GOVERNOR OP IRELAND, (fee., &C. 

"We, the Commissioners of Education in Ireland, constituted by Acts of Parliament 
passed in the reigns of their late Majesties King George the Third and King George 
the Fourth, respectfully submit to Your Excellency the following General Report of 
our proceedings during the year 1888-1889. 

Since the date of our last Report the Scheme for the Tullyvin and Benbawn Schools, 
under the Educational Endowments (Ireland) Act, 1885, has been finally approved by the 
Privy Council, and by it the entire control of those schools have been transferred from 
us to a newly-created Governing Body. These schools, therefore, will not appear any 
further in our Reports. 

A Revised Draft Scheme for altering the constitution of this Commission, and for the 
future government and management of the Endowments of the Ulster Royal Schools 
has been issued by the Educational Endowments Commission. To that Revised Scheme, 
this Board did not consider it necessary to lodge any specific objections in addition to 
those lodged against the Scheme as originally framed. 

The Educational Endowments Commissioners have also since our last Report published 
a Draft Scheme for the future management of the Clonmel School. We have forwarded 
to them an objection to the Scheme, on the ground that it does not provide for the 
payment of the debt standing in our Books against that school. 

We granted one Royal Scholarship last November, to John Young on the Armagh 
foundation. There were no candidates for the scholarships on the Cavan, Dungannon, 
or Enniskillen foundations. 

So far as the funds of the various Endowments would permit, we have provided 
throughout the year for the repair of the different school buildings. 

Royal Schools. 

The number on the rolls of these schools on the 1st of February, 1889, was 110 (7 
hoarders and 103 day pupils), as compared with 159 (28 boarders and 131 day pupils) 
for the previous year. Classified according to religious belief, the pupils numbered 73 
members of the Church of Ireland, as compared with 116 for the previous year; 15 
members of the Roman Catholic Church, compared with 14 for the previous year; and 
22 members of other Church bodies, as compared with 29 for the previous year, 

There are 14 free scholars at these schools. 

Banacjher . — In our Report of 9th July, 1885, we stated to His Excellency the Earl 
of Carnarvon, that Her Majesty’s Treasury pressed for repayment of a sum of 
£225 185. 9 d., being the balance still due on foot of a sum of £298 18s. 9 d., late Irish 
currency, advanced by the Treasury in 1819 for the completion of the School ; and that, 
if this repayment should be insisted on, we should be constrained to close the School. 
Contrary to our hope, the Treasury have informed us that they will commence legal 
proceedings for the recovery of this balance, and we have consequently given notice to 
the Master that on such proceedings being taken the School will be closed. 
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Carysfort . — This school remains closed ; and we continue to let the land attached to 
the school-house. 

Raphoe . — We repeat without alteration the statements made in our last Repoi’t, 
especially with regard to the embarrassed condition of the estate, and the difficulty of 
the collection of rent. 



Grammar Schools of Private Foundation. 

At these schools there are 93 pupils, 53 boarders and 40 day scholars ; of these 87 
belong to the Church of Ireland ; 3 to the Roman Catholic Church ; and 3 to other 
denominations. The number on the rolls last year was 103, 54 boarders and 49 day 
pupils. The number of free scholars remains 16, as during the previous year. 

BaUyroan . — This school remains closed. 

Clonmel . — We regret to announce that owing to want of funds we have been obliged 
to discontinue almost all expenditure at this school ; and since last August we have 
had to suspend the payment of the salary of the head master. 

Tenantry Schools. 

Our four tenantry schools on the Armagh, Cappaloughlin, Dungannon and Enniskillen 
Estates, continue in a satisfactory condition. The pupils number in all 398, and the 
average attendance at each school is also very good. 

Non-Yested Schools. 

We have no remarks to make on these schools. 



ESTATE MANAGEMENT. 

The condition of affairs on our Raphoe Estate for several years past has been most 
unsatisfactory, and the opposition shown by the tenants to our agent in the collection 
of rent has been so great, that we have been obliged to institute legal proceedings to 
enforce our rights. The result of these proceedings has been that many of the tenants 
have given way and have commenced to pay their rents ; but up to the present our 
agent has been unable to close his annual accounts for either of the past two years, and 
we are again obliged to omit the particulars of the Raphoe Estate from Table E in the 
Appendix. 

On our other estates, with the exception of Clonmel, the collection has been satisfactory. 
The amount of the arrears due on the Armagh, Cappaloughlin, Carysfort and Dungannon 
Estates has diminished ; while the accounts of the Banagher, Cavan and Enniskillen 
Estates show a slight increase. The general result is that, omitting the Raphoe Estate, 
our agents have succeeded in getting in more than a complete year’s rent. Taking no 
account of Raphoe for the reasons mentioned before, our rental stands at £7,109 3s. 6\d. t 
we have received £7,145 13s. 8$d., and the arrears remaining unpaid amount to the sum 
of £5,011 Is. Id. No alterations calling for particular remark have taken place in our 
rentals since the date of our last report. We have in all cases made to our tenants 
such abatements and allowances as we considered just and reasonable.

Notice is hereby given, that a Scheme dealing with the Endowments of the Royal Schools is being 
prepared by the Educational Endowments Commissioners, and than in the event of such Scheme 
containing no provision for Royal Scholarships for the year 1889, and coming into operation previous 
to the award of Royal Scholarships in that year, such Scholarships cannot be granted. 

The following regulations are announced, subject to this notice. 

Royal Scholarships in Trinity College, Dudlin. 



Regulations of “The Commissioners 

"The Commissioners of Education in Ireland” have 
founded Exhibitions called “ Royal Scholarships," for 
students who shall enter Trinity College from the 
Royal schools of Armagh, Dungannon, Enniskillen, 
or Cavan. One scholarship of <£40 aud one of £30 
will, if sufficient merit is shown, and if there are 
hinds available for that purpose be awarded in 1889 
to candidates from Dungannon and Enniskillen : one 
of £25 to candidates from Cavan Royal School ; and 
one of £30 to candidates from Armagh Royal 
School. 

These scholarships can be obtained by such students 
only as have been three years in all, previously to 
their entrance into Trinity College, pupils in some 
one or other of the Royal schools. It is not, however, 
hereby intended to prevent pupils from moving from 
one of these schools to another ; but the scholarships 
founded for the respective schools of Armagh, Dun- 
gannon, Enniskillen, and Cavan, can be obtained only 
by students who have entered the University from 
the schools for which such scholarships have been 
founded. 

Subject to certain conditions hereinafter mentioned 
Royal scholarships are tenable for four years, save that 
on the Armagh foundation, which is tenable for two 
years, but with power to the Commissioners to extend 
same at the expiration of said two years for a further 
period of two years, if there are funds available for the 
purpose. 

The provost and senior fellows appoint examiners 
in each year-, to examine, on the first convenient day 
after the second entrance, in the month of October, 
such students as have entered from the said four 
Royal schools, and shall offer themselves as candidates 
for these scholarships. 

In 1889, the examinations will be in the subjects 
selected by the Board and Council of Trinity College 
for their Junior Exhibition Examination. The scale 
of marks in both Examinations will be identical. 

No sizar shall be admitted as a candidate, who shall 
not have remained at one of the Royal schools to which 
the scholarships are attached till the sizarship entrance 
examination next preceding the examination for Royal 
Scholarships at which lie may be a candidate. 

No other student shall be admitted as a candidate 
for a Royal scholarship who shall not have remained 
at one of the Royal schools to which the scholarships 
are attached till an entrance examination in Trinity 



of Education in Ireland,” for 1889. 

College, in the month of October next preceding the 
examination for Royal scholarships. 

In 1889 no student who shall have attained 19 
years of age on the 1st day of October can be a 
candidate for a Royal scholarship. 

Each candidate shall produce to the Secretary of the 
Commissioners a certificate signed by the master of 
the. Royal school from which ho shall have entered 
Triuity College, certifying that he is duly qualified 
according to the above-stated rules ; such certificate 
countersigned by tho Secretary to the Commissioners, 
to be subsequently handed by the candidate to the 
examiners. 

No student can be a candidate a second time. 

The candidates from all the schools shall be examined 
together, and a return made to the Commissioners of 
their positive merit ; and also an arrangement of the 
candidates according to their answering, without dis- 
tinction of schools. 

The Commissioners reserve to themselves the power 
of suspending or diminishing one or more scholarships 
if sufficient merit has not been shown. 

A Royal scholarship becomes forfeited by the holder 
of it incurring any heavy collegiate censure, such as 
public admonition, or rustication ; failing to proceed 
regularly with his class without the leave of the 
Board of Trinity College ; or failing to obtain in any 
year either one honor of the first rank, or two honors 
of the second rank. 

Each of the following distinctions is reckoned as 
equivalent to one Honor of the first rank ; a Univer- 
sity Moderatorship — a University Scholarship — the 
Berkeley Gold Medal — the Vice-Chancellor’s (Latin) 
Gold Medal — the Lloyd Exhibition — the Wray Prize — 
Success in the First Indian Civil Service (competitive) 
Examination, or at the Cooper’s Hill Engineering Col- 
lege, or Woolwich or Sandhurst Entrance Examina- 
tions. And each of the following distinctions is 
reckoned as equivalent to one honor of the second 
rank ; the election itself to one of the Royal Scholar- 
ships, obtaining a Respondency, or a first class at the 
Littlego. 

The exhibitions become due half-yearly, viz., on the 
first of May, and on the first of November. Payments 
will be made in May to such students only as have 
obtained in the preceding part of that year at least 
one honor of the second rank A half-yearly payment 
held over in May will be made in November, provided 
an honor has been obtained in the meantime; and 
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payment for the entire year will be made in November 
to such students as have not qualified for the May 
half-year’s payment, and shall have then fulfilled all 
the requisites for the entire year. Payments in 
respect of Royal scholarships at each of the above- 
mentioned Royal schools, will only be made where 
there is residue of funds available for that purpose from 
the estate of that school after the payment of all prior 
charges upon the school funds. 

In cases where very distinguished merit has been 
shown during their undergraduate course by students 
holding minor scholarships, and where scholarships for 
the same school remain suspended, or have been for- 
feited, the Commissioners will, at the close of each 
year, receive memorials from such students for an 
increase of their stipend. 

The names of Royal scholars are placed on the 
college books, immediately after the names of the 
university scholars, without, however, altering their 
degree of seniority amongst their class-fellows. 



Midletos School. 

“ Tire Commissioners of Education in Ireland ” will 
grant annually two prizes, one of £30 and one of £20, 
to be competed for by such junior freshmen who shall, 
subject to the rules prescribed for the Royal schools, 
have entered Trinity College, Dublin, from Midleton 
school, and shall have been examined along with the 
candidates for the Royal scholarships and in the same 
course. 

The Commissioners reserve to themselves the right 
of withholding or reducing these prizes where sufficient 
merit has not been shown. 

Note. — The course of examination for Royal scholar- 
ships may be varied from time to time by the Com- 
missioners.
